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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the annular groove 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 3-7, 10-14, and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claims 3-6 and 10-14 recite the limitation "diffusion member". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is believed the applicant 
intended to recite the "diffusion surface", and the claims will be interpreted as such for 
the purposes of this examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 9, 11, 12, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Hennart (US 3587968). 

Regarding claims 1 and 9: Hennart discloses a reservoir(l) containing a volatile 
liquid material, a rod-like transfer member(8), at least one diffusion surface (see 
examiner generated figure below) extending essentially laterally from the transfer 
member and comprising at least one non-integral, nonporous sheet(47) bearing a 
surface capillarity(9). 
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Regarding claim 2: The rod-like transfer member is a porous wick (col. 4 line 20). 

Regarding claims 4 and 1 1 : The diffusion member is a solid sheet and the 
capillarity is provided therein by the affixing thereto of a capillary material(9). 

Regarding claims 5, 12, and 14: The diffusion member is mounted on the transfer 
member by means of an aperture (fig. 1 element 5). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. Claims 6, 7, 8, 15, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hennart (US 3587968). 

Hennart discloses all of the elements of claims 6 and 7, including a feeder wick 
with a circular cross section, which would necessitate a circular aperture, except for a 
frustro-conical tapered diffusion member. Hennart teaches that the evaporator be 
placed in close contact with the wick by wedging, clipping, or force fitting. Wedging 
would suggest a tapered transfer member with a diffusion member wedged on it. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the disclosed embodiment of Hennart with the teachings to wedge 
and force fit the diffusion member to modify the transfer member to be tapered and 
frustro-conical. 

Hennart discloses all of the elements of claims 8, 1 5, and 1 7-20 except for a 
groove on the transfer member that is dimensioned to engage the aperture of the 
diffusion member. Hennart teaches grooving on the diffusion surface to allow for the 
evaporation of the liquid (col. 4 lines 40-42). It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide a groove on the tapered 
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transfer member to engage the diffusion surface and facilitate the transfer and 
evaporation of the liquid. 

4. Claims 3, 10, 13, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hennart (US 3587968) in view of Bailey (US 2283028). 

Hennart discloses all of the elements of claims 3,10,1 3, and 1 6 except for the 
diffusion member having open capillarity formed thereon. Bailey teaches the use of 
open capillary cavities (13) to evaporate a fragrant material being formed on the 
diffusion surface(B) (page 1 lines 52-55). It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention that capillary cavities such as those in 
Bailey could be used in place of a porous capillary material as in Hennart to evaporate a 
fragrant material using a rigid transfer media to provide increased durability of the 
diffusion surface.
